Pageant Draws Crowd 

While the crowds during the af- 
terno#n Thursday were the largest 
during the week, it is estimated 
that between five thousand and 
eight thousand people gathe‘ed on 
the court house square Thursday 
hight to witness the historical 
pageant, depicting various ages 
of Elba's history. The crowd was 
the largest ever assempled in this 
little city, even surpassing the 
great crowd here for the Graves 
Victory Rally on July 26th, 1934. 

The pageant lasted for nearly 
two hours.

He said he had gone 
direct to the President and laid 
the plans, explaining that the gov- 
ernment held title to a million 
acres of farm land but had 23,000 
rural families on relief, and urged 
that they be brought together, 

The Governor told of selecting 
Coffee County for this project be- 
cause he thought it would be a 
great help to the county. “Coffee 
County has always helped me,” he 
continued, This is the first and 
only camp of its kind in the United 
States, and is being watched with 
nationwide interest. The Governor 
also referred to other projects 
which have brought thousands of 
into the hands of Coffee 
Countians, ‘ 

“T promised the President,’’ Goy- 
ernor Graves said, “that in return 
for his cooperation, we would have 
a child welfare department here, a 
public health unit, a farm exten- 
sion service, and other social se- 
curity agencies, in return for which 
he gave me the millions to bring 
to you people in Coffee County so 
we can show America what can 
be done,” 

Turning to the young married 
men now in training at the Camp, 
the Governor said: ‘It is up to 
each of you men individually to 
prove to the world what you are 
made of.” In closing he urged 
each one to follow the motto 
which he had followed for a num- 
ber of years: “Keep on keeping 
en.” 

Mr, Thad Holt, Works Progress 
Administrator, in introducing Gov- 
ernor Graves, described him as 
“one of the State’s greatest assets” 
and declared it was largely 
| through his effort, initiation and 
ability that the program here, de- 
signed to place each of the men 
in the resettlement camp on a 
farm of his own, was made pos- 
sible. Mr. Holt stated that the 
money to complete the entire proj- 
ect was already in the bank, and

“Sergt. Morgan immediately set 
out in a whale boat for the scene, 
but darkness and ice made prog- 
ress slow. 

“By the time he and a compan- 
ion had arrived, natives had taken 
the body of Rogers out of the 
wreckage and salvaged the per- 
sonal effects they could find. 

“Under Morgan's direction, 
ropes then had to be secured to 
the wreckage to pull it apart to 
free the body of Post, which was 
jammed under the wreckage, 

“Both wings had been broken 
loose from the fuselage and the 
motor driven back into the cabin 
by the crash. 

“The bodies of the two men and 
their effects were placed in a skin 
boat and towed back here.” 

At the same time it became 
known in Los Angeles that the 
multi-millionaire humorist and the 
famous globe trotter were using 
a plane made up of second-hand 
parts and operating under a re- 
stricted Government license, 

At the Burbank, Calif., plant 
where the ship was assembled un- 
der Post's direction it was said 
that although the craft had a new 
550-horsepower motor, it was ‘not 
to be considered a new type of 
ship. 

Aviation men said the fuselage 
was taken from a plane that had 
ground-looped and damaged its 
wings. The wings of the Post 
plane, they said, were taken from 
a speed ship. 

The real aims of the flight and 
Rogers's actual part in it still were 
not definitely known here tonight. 

At Oklahoma City, Harry Fred- 
erickson, an oi] man and close 
friend of Post, declared the pair 
“were on a leisurely flight around 
the world.” 

He said Rogers financed the 
aerial vacation, adding that he 
talked with Post just before he 
flew North. 

From the first, the venture was 
highly charged with secrecy. At 
Los Angeles the belief prevailed 
that Post was en route te Siberia 


and Moscow to blaze a new air 
trail to the Soviet capital for 
United Stules aviation interests. 


Post denied this. He said he was 
going to “hunt tigers’ in Siberia 
and described the jaunt as a mere 
pleasure trip. 

Rogers was believed at Los An- 
geles to be planning to accompany 
Post only to Alaska, returning by 
boat, At SeatHe, however, W. W. 
Conner, vice-president of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association, said 
today the humorist intended all 
along to go at least as far as 
Siberia.
